It 1s extremely unlikely that certain 
safety facilities will be needed, but simply as a precaution we would 
like you to be famitiar with these features 


SEAT BELTS 


Even if the “SEAT BELT” sign is turned off in flight, it is recom 
mended thot you keep your seat belt fastened, whenever you are in 





your seat. 
TO FASTEN: TO RELEASE: 
PUSH LIFT UP ON THE 
TOGETHER TOP OF THE 
BUCKLE 





SEATBACKS 


Federal Aviation Regulations require your seatback to be upright ond 
locked during toxi, take off and landing 


NO SMOKING 


When the "NO SMOKING" sign is off, you may smoke in the smoking section 
Whenever the "‘NO SMOKING” sign is on, extinguish all 


HAND LUGGAGE 
Federal Aviation Regulations require any article of baggage carried 
aboard to be placed under a passenger seat 


FLOTATION CUSHIONS BRACE POSITION 


In the event of a water landing, use seat 
bottom cushion for flotation

FEDERAL AVIATION REGULATIONS 


No person shall drink any alcoholic beverage aboard an air carrier 
aircraft unless such beverage has beén served to him by the air carrier 
operating the aircraft. 

No air carrier shall serve any alcoholic beverage to any person 
aboard air carrier aircraft if such person oppears to be intoxicated 

No air carrier shall permit any pérson to board on air carrier air- 
craft if such person appears to be intoxicated 

Alcoholic beverages cannot be served to minors. 
PORTABLE RADIOS 


Federal Aviation Regulation Part 91.19 permits only the following 
Portable Electronic devices to be operated aboard Air Carrier aircraft 
1, Portable voice recorders. 
2. Hearing aids 
3. Heart pacemakers, 
4, Electric shavers, 


DOUGLAS DC-3 EMERGENCY EXITS 


There are 4 exits provided for your use. The chart below will show 
you the one closest to your Seat. 


HOW TO OPEN EXITS 





DOOR EXIT 


1. Turn down handle right. 2. Push door outward. 
EXIT 





ESCAPE WINDOWS 
- Break plastic shield over 3. Push window outward. 







the RED handle. 4. Exit through window 
. Turn RED handle right. — Leg, Body, Leg — 











BRACE POSITION 
Sit well back in seat. 
Pull seat belt tight. 
Assume position in illustration. 
Keep position until plane stops. 


See other side of card for 
emergency landing on water.
